Council cuts credit card costs 

Option of credit card payments for town taxes eliminated

Didstniry n'sidcmt.s who lyirically put 
Itieir municipal Uixes on credit card will 
have to find an alternate way to pay when 
their tax notice arrives next month. 

Card processing <-osts - which range 
t)etween and $(),(MM) - for lax pay¬ 

ments are just loo high, council decided at 
its April 21 nun-ting. 

With the ongoing credit cninch, that cost 
could rise even more. 

“Thai’s a tax burden that taxirayers at 
larg«‘ should not be picking up," said (layle 
V»‘no. 

“All indications are...the proce.ssing 
errsts they’re passing on at both r-nds an* 
going to climb," noted Conn, f^rnie 
Kyr-kman. 

“Thai’s a lerribU- waste of money," added 
Conn. Bob Davirl.son. 

On the other hand, the co.sl to the town 


to process debit card transactions is mini¬ 
mal, so n-sidents will still be able to use 
them to pay their taxes, said Mayor Brian 
Wiltal. 

However, most debit cards have transac¬ 
tion limits, which can cause increased 
headaches and costs at Ijix lime by delay¬ 
ing payments, indicated Manager of 
U'gislative Services Luana Smith. 

The |)ublic should be notified of the 
change* as soon as possible*, stressed sev»*r- 
al councillors. 

“Usually those who are using credit 
cards, eiuite often it is more of a conven¬ 
ience around Air Miles and points and 
things like this," siiid Mayor Brian Wittal.

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Lucas acquitted in grizzly bear shooting 


Canmore court finds Carstairs man not guilty

Local raiu'lu'r and business owner .lot' Lucas was 
found not S'dlty litsi Thursday of six charges for the 
shooting of a grizzly bear in October 2(K)7. 

Luciis appeared in Caniuore Provincial ('ourt and 
faced up to $500,000 in fines for the incident. 

Shortly after the verdict Lucas said the outcome wiis 
a “great relief and went the way it should.” 

“When you feel you’re right, you’re right," he added. 

During Judge John Reilly’s verdict, he retnarked that 
Lucas had taken the appropriate action to protect him¬ 
self considering the circumstances. 

“I find, not withstanding, that in my experience of liv¬ 
ing in the mountains that bears an' dangerous and 
unpredictable animals. In my view, Mr. Lucas properly 
came to view that bear as a danger," said Reill,v. 

Lucas faced charges of unlawfully hunting wildlife, 
unlawfully pos.sessing wildlife, unlawful discharge «)f a 
firearm, failing to ensure a firearm in a wildland provin¬ 
cial park is unloaded and fully encased, and unlawfully 
destroying a bear. 

The incident occurred on Oct. 21, 2007, when Mr. 
Lucas, alongside his then 13-year-old son Kyle, and two 
fric'nds, (’arson Nutting and Bruce Pierson, embarked 
on a big born sheep hunting trip near F]van-Thonuis 
Pass in Elbow-Sheep Wildland Provincial Park. 

The day before the incident the group had travelled 
about five hours via horseback to a “semi permanent” 
campsite located just off a large meadow in a heavily 
forested section. The camp was retrofitted with a three- 
wire electrical fence that spanned the circumference of 
the I’amp, however the fence was never ek'ctrified. 

On the morning of Oct. 21, both Nutting and Pierson 
testified that after taking their hobbled horses out to the 
meadow and returning to camp they were alerted to the 
bear’s presence when bells from their horses starting 
ringing. 

Nutting .said he rushed to the treeline where he .saw 
the bear chasing after the horses, lie then returned to 
camp where he notified the others in the group. 

Nutting and Pierson then returned to the meadow, 
both anned, citing concern that the bear was trying to 
hunt the honses. Both men said that after a second 
attempt of chasing the horses the bear stopped and 
noticed the two men. 

Nutting told the court that throughout this time he 
was yelling at the bear in an attemj)t to scare it off, how¬ 
ever once the Ix'ar noticed him it started to move clos¬ 
er. 

Although the bear never charged him. Nutting said 
that despite him yelling at the bear, it continued to move 
towards him, getting as close as 18 metres at one point.

As soon as the bear crossed a creek and continued 
towards him, Nutting says he was atrout to shoot, how¬ 
ever Lucas ordered him not to fire on the anintal. 

At that point Nutting says the bear proceeded to the 
south side of the camp where he lost sight of the bear. 


Shortly thereafter both Nutting and Pierson testifir-d 
they heard a single shot fired. Afterwards the two 
returned to the nu'adow t«) gather their horses. 

Once they returned to catup, both meit said Lucas 
showed them where the bear was shot and the broken 
fenceline where it happened. 

All three men told the court they ate breakfast and 
waited about 30 minutes before .searr hing for the bear. 
Once they did, tlu'y followed a trail of blood about 91 
metres away from camp where the dead bear was found 
under a tree. 

Upon inspection the men found the bear had an ear 
tag, number 103, and was collared. Nutting and Pierson 
then testified the bear was rolled over from under the 
tree so that pictures could be taken of the animal as evi¬ 
dence. 

Shortly thereafter both men said Lucas headed bac,'^ 
to llwy. 40 via horseback to call in the incident to p.ir f"” 
officials. 

The Crown called ntultiple witne.s.ses from Alberta 
Parks, including conservation officer Nathan Brown, 
who noted that upon arrival at the campsite he found 
garbage and food littered around the campsite during 
two visits to the area. However, it was later determined 
that the bear did not have any contact with human food 
l)rior to the incident. 

Dave Hanna, conservation officer in the Kananaskis 
region, was responsible for the original capture and col¬ 
laring of the bear a year before its death. He testified 
that collars are used to keep track of bears and ensure 
they aren’t encroaching on urban areas or disturbing 
humans. 

Hanna said that bear 103 was undergoing aversion 
therapy, a program designed to teach bears to avoid 
humans. The program consists of con.serv'ation officers 
chasing bears away from highways and facilities using 
rubber bullets, firecrackers and yelling. A succe.ssful 
outcome of the program is a bear that will run away 
once it recognizes a conservation officer’s vehicle. 

Although the bear was found near facilities and along 
highways numerous times, including an in.stance where 
it was found walking through a residential park, Hanna 
said the bear’s behaviour was appropriate and 
described the bear as being a |)romi.sing successful can¬ 
didate of the program. 

“We have bears wbo we (performed) plenty of action 
on and are good bears now,” said Hanna. 

l.ater in the trial, Thomas Packer, forensic biologist 
with Alberta Fish and Wildlife, testified that the bear 
died of a single gunshot wound that |)ierced the bear’s 
lung. The shot entered from an angle as oppo.sed to 
straight on at 90 degrees. 

Lucas later testified that he only fired on the bear 
after it approached the fenceline of the campsite and

Paying the (heavy) price of civilization

"Taxe's are* the* price we pay for 
civilization," .said Oliver Wendell 
Holmes .In, an ac e-urate otiservation 
on the surfae-e l)ul one often ejuoted 
without context: when Holmes 
wrote his eiuip in 1927, taxc's as a per 
cent of the t'conomy, both in the* U. 
S. luid ('anada, were meicli lower 
than now. Without context, simplis¬ 
tic arguments re'sult. 

A good example of such simplifi- 
e ation appc'ared recently in an anti¬ 
tax relief .study from the Canadian 
Centre for I’olicy Altc'matives. The 
nut) of the CCPA's claim is that 
many Canadians rt'ceive more in 
government be'nefits than thc'y f)ay 
in taxes 

In other words, taxes redistribute 
income. 

No kidding. The study was 
financed by government unions who 
liave an interest in higher taxt's and 
more spending Imt that doesn't dis- 
(jualify it; everyone has an initial 
bias. The key is to ask whc'ther con¬ 
clusions are fairly drawn and if 
-seemething is missing in a particular 
claim. It is on this latter te'st that the 
tax-happy crowd are oftc'u wrong 
and where the CCPA study in partic¬ 
ular fails. 

The I'CPA study crc'ates a fal.se 
cteoice: taxc's and civilization (and 
preferat)ly higti and punishing!) or 
no taxes and no civilization. Hut no 
one with a scintilla of nuance thinks 
Itiat's the choice. The dc'leale* slueiild 
he at)oiil what government is de'sir- 
al)le' and wind's the l)e'sl way to pay 
for it. 

A.ssuming most of us want Jol>s 


and appreciate the role entrepre*- 
neurs play, a useful eiuestion to ask 
is: when do taxes dc'stroy opportuni¬ 
ty? 

But tlx* study ignores that ;uui 
wlic'ther taxpayers get good value. 
Instead, it says government pro¬ 
grams are* a "quiet l)argain." 

Bed to claim some Canadians tiave 
it goe)d becaeise eether peeeple pay a 
chemk of their government service's 
isn't a measurement eif a goe)d eleal; 
it's just another way of saying ge)v- 
ernments redistribute money. 

Te) know one is getting a geeod 
ele'al, one meist be atele to ceuupare 
service and cost and cheeeise eether 
suiepliers if prices are toe) high e)r 
services inadequate. Bed govern¬ 
ments are often held hostage* by 
peiblic sector unions. That lias con- 
se'e]uences; A few yeiirs back, a B. C. 
health-care union went on an illegal 
strike fe)r one week and causeel sur- 
gerie's to be cancelled at the BC 
Children's Hospital. 

Or there is this me'asurement. Data 
from the ('anadian Federation of 
Independent Business reveals wages 
and teene'fds in the public sec tor are* 
significantly higher than in similar 
private .se'ctor jobs: ley 41.7 jeer e-ent 
fe'derally, 24.9 per c ent provincially, 
and ,‘15.9 per cent nmnicipally. Also, 
in tlu* peilelic health-care sector, 
wage's and teenefds exceed private 
comparalele's ley 19 per c'eid. 

The CCI’A study also ignore's how 
governmeeds waste mone'y. Think of 
$182 billion in corjeorate welfare 
over 12 ye-ars in.slc'ad of provincial 
and husine'ss tax re'duclions whic h 
would have allowed more- entrepre- 
ne'urs to nourish. 


There is this other omission in the 
CCPA's work: how various groups, 
such as themselves, seek and 
receive tax dollars for their own 
agendas. 

In the dying days of the B. C. NDP 
government in early 2001, that gov¬ 
ernment awarded an untendered 
four-year "contract" to the Canadian 
C'entre for I’olicy Alteniatives. The 
contract was to coincide with the 
expected tenn of the B. C. Liberals 
who were a sure bet to win the elec¬ 
tion in 2001 (and did). 

Besides that tax-fundc'd gift, the 
government-owned insurance com¬ 
pany also l)ought 50 "subscriptions" 
to (TCPA materials during the NDP 
time in office, even though the infor¬ 
mation was availal)le free on the 
web. And the B. C. Ministry of 
F'inance purchased an "enhanced" 
subscription to CCPA materials. 

All told, during the NDP period, 
the C('PA received over $410,000 in 
tax-funded support from B. C.'s tax¬ 
payers. The (JCPA also got money 
from the Manitoba NDP govern- 
nu'ut, and in 2002, $900,0(K) from the 
fexieral government. 1 know all this 
becaeise I filed many of the* Freedom 
of Information rexjuc'sts that uncov- 
erc'd the B. information. 

When groups claim that tax relief 
is bad for you, and government 
delivery and espe'e'ially non-compe- 
lition are de'sirable, it's not Just their 
pul)lic sc'ctor patrons who may hen- 
efil from such arguments; it may he 
tlie* gre)ups Ihem.selve's.

The lesson, provided 
hy elinieian and author 
Michael Heaiiclerc was 
part of Yamaha’s cross- 
Canada tour to promote 
and revive the drum line, 
which consists of an 
assortment of cymbals, 
snare drums and bass 
drums. 

“The drum line is basi¬ 
cally the enniuo of a 
marchinn hand,” said 
Corey Taylor, Sales 
Consultant and Product 
Specialist Yamaha 

Canada Music Ltd. 

“Drum line itself can 
be used either in a 
marchinn band sett inn 
or by itself. Schools typ¬ 
ically nowadays will 
look at usinn it hy 
itself.” 

Lonn a staple of 
marchinn bands and at 
college sports events in 
the llnited States, the 
drum line is a tradition 
largely lost in this coun¬ 
try, explained Taylor. 

“For whatever reason 
it dried up in Canada,” 
he said. “What we’re 
doing is trying to bring it 
back and help reinvigo- 


rate some of the band 
programs... It’s some- 
tbing that’s heen lost for 
a number of years and 
we’re trying to bring it 
back.” 

The tour makes about 
100 stops per year at 
high schools and middle 
schools throughout the 
country and is quite 
unique, said Taylor. 

With a good instructor 
and a good sense of 
rhythm, the skills need¬ 
ed to make an effective 
drum line can be picked 
up relatively quickly, 
added (ireg Fisher, man¬ 
ager of St. .lohn’s Music 
in Calgary. 

“In a two-hour session, 
some kids who have 
never even touched a 
pair of drumsticks [are 
playing],” said Fisher. 
“You see the looks on 
their faces - parents and 
administrators - they 
can’t believe it.” 

This is something 
that’s obtainable,” 

agreed Taylor. “It’s 
inclusive; you don’t have 
to be a superstar...you 
can start from scratch 
with the right kind of 
instruction.” 

Although Taylor admit¬ 
ted that such clinics are 
in part a vehicle for pro¬ 
moting and selling drum 
sets, he added that they 
are also a way for 
Yamaha to give back to 
communities.

Didsbury harness racer Jeff 
Stone discusses his iife-iong 
iove of horse racing

Bc'in^ IrampU'd tiy just one horse can often he a fatal 
expt'rienee. 

Perhaps, then, it eoines iis no surjrrise that Didstrury 
harness rarer Jeff Stone still vividly recalls the day he 
w;is run over hy four, even though the incident occurred 
over 15 years ago. 

The race was going well for Stone until his horse sud¬ 
denly broke its rhythmic stride and tripped, throwing 
the driver off of his race bike (or ‘sulky’) and onto the 
track, directly in the path of oncoming racers. 

Hariu'ss racing horses can pace up to 40 miles per 
hour and the uniform of a hamc^ss racer is relatively 
light, and protc'ctive cnjuipment is c'ssentially limited to 
a helmet, flak jacket and boots. 

So Stone was extremely vulnerable when the surging 
tide of hooves and wheels struck, leaving him with a 
laundry list of iryuries, including a shattered ankle, a 
broken leg, three broken ribs, two broken elbows, an 
ir\jured back and hip and facial lacerations. 

“It took the moustache off me,” Stone jokes with a 
chuckle, as only someone that has survived serious 
ii\jury can. 

Remarkably, he then was able to walk about an eighth 
of a mile to have his injuries diagnosed. 

“You’d be amazed the adrenaline that takers over, the 
pain that you might be able to withstand for a period of 
time,” says Stone. 

■Mthough the track medic didn’t belitn-e Stone had any 
broken bones, a family friend and nurse advised him to 
go to tlu' hospital. 

Today, Stone, now 42, who has been a professional 
driver since Ulfll, is still racing and training horses with 
his wife Rachelle at the Lil Dude Ranch outside of 
Didsbury. 

llowtner, he says that injuries like this - and the 
numerous other more minor ones over the course of his 
career - have given him a renewed appreciation for life. 

“You don’t lake things for granted,” he says. “You’re 
putting your life on the line (so) you learn to appreciate 
the little things when you’re laying in the hospital all 
busied up.” 

Another reason that Stone hasn’t given up harness 
racing is that it runs in his blood, with his father and 
grandfather both having bc^en involved with the sport. 

As a result, he has since become essentially addicted 
to the track, says Stone, who began at a yoting age as a 
groom but progres.sed quickly to farrier (who shoes the 
horses) at the age of 14 before becoming a trainer and 
ultimately a driver. 

“The adrenalin is through the roof," he says. “If you 
could bottle that feeling and .sell it, you’d have the best 
drug known to man.” 

Perhaps another reason for not leaving the sport is his

success over the years. In over (5,100 races at tracks 
throughout North America, Slone has been victorious 
91)0 limes and garnered purses tolallitig over $4 million, 
selling track records and garnering ‘Best Driver of the 
Year’ awards in several provinces along the way. 

In addition, he has a vc'ry respectable UFDS 
(Universal Driver Rating System - similar to baseball 
batting average) of 0.209. 

Most ri'cently, he won several races at the newly 
opened Alberta Downs racetrack west of Lacombe last 
weekend, April 25-20. 

All of these achievements have madt- Stone something 
of a celebrity among harness racing enthusiasts across 
('anada. 

“You get a lot of fans,” he notes. “It happens to me 
quite often where people know who I am, but I don’t 
know who they are, so it’s kind of strange. It’s [usually] 
somebody that you’ve never met that had maybe been 
betting on you or cheering for you.” 

He first came to the Lil Dude Ranch in anticipation of 
the comi)letion of a new $40-niillion racetrack in Balzac, 
which has yet to conte to pass. 

“Our owners invested in this place hoping Balzac was 
going to go,” he says. “To make a long story .short, it has¬ 
n’t gone, so now we’re trying to work out of here and 


hoping something takes place.” 

He is currently training five horses that he works out 
regularly at the 5/8-mile training track located on his 
property. 

His love for horses is evident even in the dtHor of his 
home, the walls of which are covered with woodcuts 
and photographs of horses and racing. 

“You can see by looking around, we’re a little horse- 
crazy,” acknowledges Stone, who also ai)preciates 
working with horses as athletes. 

“Tlu'y enjoy to see you every day,” he says. “They’re 
always happy, so it’s easy to go to work as opposed to 
l)eople, you know, some of them can be (piite hard to 
work with. 

“Horse racing of any kind is e{pially challenging 
becau.se they are different. I don’t know if you can com¬ 
pare any of them. 1 think they’re all challenging,” he 
says. “I'vi' never had two horses the same...They can 
have good and bad days just like any athlete.” 

Despite his love for his chosen occupation, Slone con¬ 
fesses that being a driver can be both physically and 
menially gruelling. 

“You have to be athletic because you have to think 
fast,” he says. The better shape you’re in, the better 
you’re going to think.” 

As might be expected, Slone’s daughter Tina, current¬ 
ly in tirade 5, is also an avid horse enthusiast. 

“She’s been bit by the bug,” he says with a touch of 
pride. 

However, because of the strain and the rigours inher¬ 
ent in the job, he is not eager to .see his daughter follow 
in his footsteps. 

“When there’s $;l()0,00() in less than two minutes, that’s 
a lot of pre.ssure... [and] it’s a lot of work. I don’t neces- 
.sarily want my kids doing it.”

Public Notice 


On April 15, 2009, the National Energy Board (NEB) issued Certificate GC-113 to 
TransCanada Pipelines Limited (TransCanada) placing the Alberta System (NOVA 
Gas Transmission Ltd. or NGTL) under the jurisdiction of the NEB. This certificate will 
come into effect on April 29, 2009, at which time the Alberta System will be formally 
regulated by the NEB. This concludes a comprehensive regulatory process undertaken 
by the NEB in respect of TransCanada's application. 



NGTL's operations will remain the 
same, even though the company is now 
under a new jurisdiction. A change in 
jurisdictional oversight to the NEB will 
not impact existing agreements with 
landowners. Any annual payments 
and liability protections included 
in those agreements will continue 
under NEB jurisdiction. As well, all 
easement agreements on the Alberta 
System state that the landowner 
shall have the right to use the pipeline right-of-way for normal farming operations, 
without having to notify TransCanada. This practice, too, will not change under NEB 
jurisdiction. For more information on the NEB and the NEB regulatory process please 
visit the NEB v.ebsite at www neb-one.gc.ca. 


Previously under provincial 
jurisdiction, NGTL was regulated 
by the Alberta Utilities Commission 
(AUC). This regulatory change, which 
was the subject of NEB public hearings 
in Calgary in November 2008, 
recognizes the interprovincial nature 
of TransCanada's existing pipelines, 
and allows NGTL to expand its pipeline 
network outside Alberta, to markets 
like northeast British Columbia and 
the Yukon. (Pipelines that carry gas 
across provincial boundaries must be 
regulated federally.)

pulk'd its oars back and had a “crazy look on its face." 

Lucas’ testimony and the forensic evidence gathere<l 
at the scene all indicated the bear was 14 metres from 
Lucas when he fired, 

“There was no doubt in my mind, I thought, ‘get a bul¬ 
let in him as quick as you can or he’s going to be on me.’” 

The (’rown’s final witness. Dr. Michael (libeau, who 
sal in court for the entire proceedings, was called upon 
to discu.ss the bear’s behaviour, which he described as 
not being aggre.ssive. 

“1 wouldn’t consider this an aggressive bear... I would 
call this bear at times testy, indifferent and at times 
cocky, but still yielding to humans " 

(libeau .said that the bear wasn’t hunting the horses, 
but was chasing the horses out of curiosity. He went on 
to say that the bear likely wasn’t coming for Mr. Nutting, 
but was trying to g«‘t around him as well as Lucas. 

Despite (libeau and multiple witnesses testifying that 
a bt'ar's behaviour can be understood and is not unpre¬ 
dictable, .bulge Reilly di.sagreed, saying that a bear is a 
wild animal and it is not possible to know what bears 
iire thinking, thus their actions are unpredictable. 

“We don't understand them, so we don’t know what 
they’re going to do," said Reilly.
